berta’s Social Credit Board, gave an audi- 
ence at Radisson, Saskatchewan, some!

*SALISBURY STEAK: This steak is pre- 
pared by grinding through a meat grinder only 
the red, lean part of round steak from which all 
gristle and fat have been removed. This may 
seem similar to “Hamburger” steak but it is 
really more palatable and more easily digested, 
and has an entirely different flavor when the fat 
is left out. Press the ground meat into a dry 
cake pan to a depth of about one inch, place in 
hot oven and turn fire down.

Questions And Answers 


QUESTION—G. D. writes: “When there 
too much acid present in the stomach, would 
cotton which has been swallowed, be successful 
in causing the acid to be absorbed?

The raw surface of an 
ulcer would be painfully affected by the acid 
gastric juice in much the same way as a sore 
finger would be caused to pain by sticking it into 
a mixture of water and lemon juice. By hyper- 
peristalsis is meant a disturbance of the usual 
peristaltic movements of the stomach, causin 
griping or clutching movements. A_ stomach 
pain of the colicky type might also be produced 
as a mechanical result of the pressure of accu- 
mulated gas. However, a pain in the stomach 
may be produced as the result of causes arising 


outside of the organ itself—thus stomach pain is 
seen in both appendicitis and gall bladder 
troubles

per cent of the money in circula- 
tion, 

This depression, the longest ever 
perpetrated by bankers, has awak- 
ened the people to face the danger 
of financial banditry before it is 
too late. They are on the march 
and will insist that government 
shall use its prerogative to control 
national credit and currency, to the 
end that the economic progress of 
the country shall not be unduly in- 
terferred with, and that the citizens 
of this vast and wealthy land shal 
forever be assured a share in its 
abundance,
